FALLFIRSTOF WINTER 


Uncommon For This Season of Year, 
Weather Observer Reports— Low 
Temperature is 31 


SNOW LEAV ES FAST TODAY 


The cold weather came and so did 
the blizzard, as th** advance notices 
of the weatherman's press agent in­ 
dicates, hut the drop iii temperature 
was fizzle so ta r as doing the expec­ 
ted was concerned. The lowest point 
reached by the mercury was thirty- 
one 
degree 
above 
•freezing, 
in­ 
stead of temperatures of fifteen and 
twenty-ti vc degrees above a s predic­ 
ted. The low mark for the fall and 
winter is twenty-five degrees, estab­ 
lished October 13. 


The official records of the county 
weather observer, Elwood Kirkwood, 
at Mauzy, showed a snowfall of five 
inches, which is very 
unusual 
for 
this season of the year. It is a rare 
thing, according to Mr. 
Kirkwood, 
for so much snow to fall in Novem­ 
ber, and it is likewise uncommon for 
the first snow of the winter to be so 
heavy. 
Continuation of the present tem­ 
perature is promised with cloudy and 
unsettled tonight and Friday. 
The 
mercury rose this morning, but by 
noon a stiff wind was 
rising 
and 
made the weather appear colder, al­ 
though the temperature did not de­ 
cline. 
The snow was melting rapidly to­ 
day, although there was still plenty 
of evidence of it on the lawns.

On one occasion I 
expressed doubt as to their sinceri- 
ty and risked if they were willing to 
sigii their names H> a sworn state- 
ment.

Secretary of State Hughes Presents American 


Plans, That Certain Older Ships Be Scrapped 
and That England, Japan and This Country 
be Limited to Fixed Number of Fighting Craft.

Washington, Nov. 12.—A sweep- 


ing program for the limitation of 
naval armament was proposed to- 
day by the United States. 


Secretary of State Hughes, speak- 


ing in behalf of America before the 
arms limitation 
conference, pro- 


posed : 


]—That a holiday in naval con- 


st rni-t ion of capital ships for 
the 


next ten years be declared by IV 
powers. 


o—'fhat all capita! ships building 


programs be abandoned. 


3—That 
certain 
older ships be 


fcrapped. 


4—That general regard should be 


paid to existing naval strength. 


5_Tlie capital ship tonnage, not 


the number of vessels, be the basis 
for limitation. 


Under the 
program 
which pri- 


marily affects the United States, in 
Great Britain and Japan there would 
be immediate destruction in the na- 
vies of the three great powers of six 
capital fighting ships, built and build- 
ing, with a total tonnage of 1,878,043 
tons. 


It was proposed by Hughes that 


three months after the agreement for 
limitation date, the strength of the 
three great powers should be as fol- 
lows: United States'IS ships: Great 
Britain 22 ships and Japan 10 ships. 


Under the program 
the United 


States will scrap 30 capital ships 
dune or in the process of construc- 
lion. 


Great Britain will scrap 19 capi- 


tal ships. 


Japan 
will 
destroy destroy or 


cease building seven new capital 
ship and will scrap 10 older ships. 


Hughes then discussed the grad- 


ual replacement of three leading na- 
vies. 
He said with respect to re- 


placement, 
the United States pro- 


poses : 


1—That it be agreed that the first 


replacement tonnage shall not be laid 
down until the ten years from the 
date of the limitation agreement, 


2—That, replacement be limited by 


an agreed maximum of capital ships 
with tonnage as follows: 


For the United Stales 500,000 tons. 
For Great Britain 500,000 tons. 
For Japan 300,000 tons. 
3—That subject to the ten year- 


limitation 
approval, 
the maximum 


standard capital 
ship may be re- 


placed 
when 
twenty years old by 


capital ship construction. 


4—That most capital ships shall 


be built in replacement with tonnage 
displacement of more than 
35,000 


tons.

Hughes also proposed the limita- 


tion of auxiliary naval craft, sub- 
marines and aircraft. 


With the acceptance of this plan 


Hughes said, the burden would be 
mer and an enormous sum would be 
released to aid the progress of civ* 
ilization.

WATER IS TURNED 


INTO MILL RACE 


Dredging Project of I. & C. Traction 


Co., Which Has Been Under Way 


Since.June, Ends 


75 HORSEPOWER DEVELOPED 


Sufficient to Operate Flour 
Mill 


Which Has Not Been Run With 


Water Since 1908 


A project which has been under 


way in Rushville all summer, ter- 
minated this morning when the mill 
race was turned into a good sized . 
river and water power again, took 
its place in the manufacturing indus- 
try, by operating the machinery at 
the William Young mill, located on. 
the old Carmichael mill site in South 
Morgan street^ 


The engineering 
for the project 


was 
done 
by Samuel Waggoner, 


chief engineer for the Indianapolis 
and «Cincinnati Traction 
i 
-•<•;• ;v.-, 


assisted by his son William, xue ex- 
pense of dredging the old mill race, 
and putting water power back into 
the mill, was estimated to be $8,000. 


The mill race gave Rushville an 


industry away back in 1840 when, 
it was established, and the old Car- 
michael mill was built which ground 
the grain and furnished meal 
and 


flour for the -community a long time 
before a railroad entered the city. 


The mill burned in 1908, and the., 


race filled up and often times became 
stagnant and empty. A ^fe.w years 
ago the I. & C. traction company 
purchased the mill_raee_flnd the mill, 
which was rebuilt after the fire. 


The engines 
at the power plant 


are cooled by the mill race. In June 
of this year the traction company 
undertook the project 
of putting 


water power back in use at the mill, 
and this necessitated the dredging of 
the stream. 


A steam shovel was in operation 


every day and'a large reservoir was 
dug out near the bend of the stream. 
The old bottom established in 1840 
was reached in excavating, and the 
dirt was banked high on each side. 


During 
the 
construction 
the 


stream was 
dammed. Water was 


turned in yesterday afternoon short- 
ly after one o'clock, and it was not 
until nine last night that it com- 
pletely filled up to its high 
water 


mark. The depth is six feet and the 
race now. flows 30 feet wide when it 
crosses Main street. 


The water resembles a miniature 


Niagara at the Young Mill. Machin- 
ery for operating the mill was turn- 
ed on this morning, with the. water 
producing a 75 horse power capa- 
city, and moving every piece of ma- 
chinery in the mill at the same time. 
Formerly the mill had been operat- 
ing on a 15 horse power electric mo- 
tor, which was not sufficient to op- 
erate the mill completely. 


There is now more water in the 


mill race than there has been for 
years, and the supply is controlled 
by head gates installed near 
the 


dam, north of Rushville. The portion 
of 
the 
race north of the power 


house will probably be dredged next 


The value to the business portion 


of the city will be noticed in ease 
of a serious fire, as water can be 
pumped from the race without ,any 
fear of the supply being exhausted, 
regardless of the capacity of 
the 


pumping engine.

It is not -only a satisfaction to greet 
you -because we were lately parti- 
cipants in a common cause, in which 
shared sacrifices and 
sorrows and 


triumphs brought our nations more 
closely top-ether, but it is gratifying 
to address you -as the 
spokesmen 


for nations whose convictions and 
at tending actions have so much to 
do with the weal or woe of all man- 
kind. 


It is not possible to over-appraise 


the importance of such 
a confer- 


ence. It is no unseemly boast, no 
disparagment 
on other 
nations 


which though not represented 
a're 


held in highest respect to declare 
that the conclusions of this body 
will have a. signal influence on all 
human progress—on the fortunes of 
the world. 


Here is .a meeting, I can well be- 


lieve, which is an earnest sign of 
the awakened conscience of twen- 
tieth century civilization.

and 


that the conference was not called to 
make a new map of the.world. 


The indifference with which many 


people view the disarmajnent confer- 
ence indicates- that they do not fully 
realize that the future of this'coun- 
try may he swaying in the balance. 


If the conference accomplishes de- 


finite results we probably will enjoy 
a long period of peace. If they fail, 
another world war is inevitable in 
order to adjust the political anJI com- 
mercial differences that are exasper- 
ating Europe and Asia with every 
setting of the sun. In such an ev- 
ent the United States can not hope 
to escape.
